COUNTY LEITRIM. 


Drumsna Police Barrack, which was recently 
veeated, was destroyed on Saturday night by 
means of explosives and paraffin oil. The land- 
lord is Mr. Vaugh, Su eriff of Leitrim. 
Masked and armed men were engaged in the 
attack, and the residents of the village who 
were outdoors were held up at the point of re- 
volvers. Those in houses where light was ob- 
served were warned not to come out. All that 
remains of the barrack are the four walls. Mrs. 
Healy, wife of Sergeant Healy, who was trans- 
ferred to Carrick-on-Shannon, when letting out 
a visitor from her house next door to the bar- 
rack, observed four men on guard, and ap- 
proached them, saying that if they were goi 
to do anything to the barrack to allow her an 
her four young children to get out of the house. 
The men paid no heed to the request and turned 
their backs on her. Mulnecroonile a loud explo- 
sion was heard, and the barrack was in flames. 
A local shopkeeper was called on by three 
masked men for paraffin oil, and a number of 
gallons were carried off by men with revolvers. 
After the raiders left local residents hel to 
save the furniture of Sergeant Healy. othing 
belonging to some of the constables was de- 
stroyed in the fire, and big compensation claims 
will be lodged. Other barracks in the County 
Leitrim were also destroyed.

COUNTY LIMERICK. 

Official reports were received by the Limerick 
Constabulary yesterday that the police barracks 
at Ardagh, Kilmurry, Ballysimon, Cahercon- 
lish, Cahirdavin, and Kilteely have been de- 
stroyed. ‘They have not been oceupied by the 
constabulary for some time. “At one barracks 
five cosa of petrol were found after the raiders 
had left, the barrack having been levelled with 
crowbars and pickaxes, lest the burning of it 
would fire some cottages ir the neighbourhood.

COUNTY KERRY. 

News has reached Killarney that the Head- 
ford police but and a barrack in the same dis- 
trict were. burned to the ground on Saturday 
night.

On Saturday the roads were blocked 
with felled trees two miles from Killarney, and 
the telegraph and telephone wires were cut. The 
disused police barracks at Mulgrave and Beau. 
fort were also destroyed by fire 


COUNTY LOUTH. 

The police barrack ai Ballymaseanlon, a 
village situate three miles from Dundalk on the 
Carlingford road, was burned down on Saturday 
night. Apparently the people residing in the 
vilage did not notice the fire, and on Sunday 
morning only the walls of the stout building re- 
mained. The police stationed there -had been 
removed some six months ago. 


COUNTY GALWAY. 

Reports from outlying districts state that the 
abandoned police stations at Moycullen, Inverin, 
Barnaderg, and the Abbey (Ballyglunin) police 
hut were burned to the ground. The police 
sergeants wife who was im occupation’ of the 
station at Barnaderg was given ten minutes to 
clear out before the building was set on fire. 


COUNTY DOWN. 


The barracks at Whitecross and Rostrevor, 
which were unoecupied, were burned to the 
ground on Saturday night, and at Loughbrick- 
land the barracks was blown up with the house 
on either side of it. The telegraph wires were 
cut in all direction’, severing communication 
between the police stations completely. 


COUNTY TYRONE. 


The unoccupied police barrack at Trillick, Co. 
Tyrone, was destroyed by fire early on Sunday 
wun ge It had been wunoceupied for some 
time. illick is one of the most peaceable dis- 
tricts in the county. 


KING’S COUNTY. 


Ballycumber Police Barracks, which was evacu- 
ated some months ago, was burned on Saturday 
night. Other evacuated police barracks in the 
Midiands are also reported to have been burned. 


COUNTY MAYO. 


Cloontumper police hut, between Claremorris 
and Ballyhaunis, which has been unoccupied for 
the past six months, was burned to the ground 
on Sunday morning. 


COUNTY DONEGAL. 


At 2 o'clock on Sunday morning armed men 
broke into the disused police barracks at 
Culdaff, Co. Donegal, and removed all the 
fittings and broke all the windows.

Wholesale raids were made on Saturday night 
jon the Income Tax offices, and on collectors in 
Galway and district, and as a result 
struction by fire of income tax papers it has 
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Saturday night in k, when two Government 
buildings were destroyed by fire. The han 
red brick building on the South Mall in which 
the Customs and Excise business of Cork is 
transacted suddenly burst into flames at 10.30, 
and an-enermous crowd collected to watch the 
conflagration, which developed with extraordi- 
nary rapidity. The glass in the first and upper 
floor windows was blown into the street, and 
enormous columns of whitish flames, with com- 
déárímt'tg | little smoke, ascended. 1t could not 
possibly have been caused by the ordinary con- 
tents of the offices. When the Fire Brigade 
arrived, under Captain Hutson, they operated 
five lines of hose, and they had begun to get a 
hold of the fire when the water suddenly failed, 
and it was found that the hose had been cut 
so extensively that water could not be projected 
into the burning building. The Brigade at 
once set to work, and removed the ¢ 
sections, but the delay gave the fire time to 
obtain an over-mastering hold of the building. 
The fire was now threatening to eat its way 
into adjoining houses, and the residents, be- 
coming alarmed, threw some of their belongings 
out of the front windows, to the danger of the 
dense crowds underneath. The ground floor of 
the building was the last to be consumed, and, 
taking advantage of that fact, the firemen 
worked a hose from the interior. Suddenly the 
roof collapsed, bringing the second floor down 
as well, and the firemen had an almost miracu- 
lous escape. The Brigade had no less than two 
miles of hose on the spot, and were it not for 
the cutting of their hose they would have saved 
the lower portion of the building. The fire 
burned itself out by 2 a.m., leaving the four 
walls standing. A section of the spectators 
cheered and sang Sinn Fein songs. It is hoped 
that important records will be saved. 
At the same time as the Customs and Excise 
building was destroyed the establishment of the 
Ministry of Pensions and Recruiting, South 
terrace, which embraces three large houses, was 
found alight in three separate and unconnected 
rooms on the third floor. The fire was ex- 
tinguighed, but three hours later the Brigade 
was again called to the building, when the roof 
was burning fiercely, and threatening to en- 
velop the adjoining houses. Lines of hose were 
again laid on, but shortly afterwarde they were 
cut by persons watching the fire, and the fire- 
men had recourse to the chemical engines. 


Eventually the fire was extinguished, and ‘the 
lower portion of the building, with all its re- 
cords, was saved. Two. firemen named Higgins 
and Buckley were buried in the debris of the 
eollansed roof, and when extricated were «0 
seriously injured that they were removed the 
infirmary, where they lie in a precarious’ condi- 
tion. 


TWO FIRES IN LIMERICK. 


FIREMEN’S HOSES CUT. 

Attacks were made on the Income Tax Offices 
in O Connell street and the Inland Revenue | 
and Custom House in Rutland street, Limerick, | 
on Saturday night. Both oceurred between 10 | 
and 11 o'clock. The Custom House after official , 
hours is in charge of a caretaker, alid is entered | 
trom the back, where the caretakers, Martin | 
and Mrs. Hewitt, resided. Shortly after 10 | 
ó clock some thirty men, armed with revolvers, 
effected an entrance from that side of the pre- | 
mises, . held up the caretakers, placed | 
a guard over them, and _ proceeded , 
to —ransak the offices, devoting their 
attention to the Revenue and Customs Office. 
‘they tore up the-official papers and set fire to 
them. The authorities got information of the 
raid about 11 o'clock, anu policemen and soldiers 
lost no time in arriving. ‘The Fire Brigade were 
communicated with, and experiénced no diffi- 
culty in putting out the fires that had been 
started. e only serious effect of the raid was 
the destruction ot the official rs. Two safes 
in the offices were left wntouenen 

While the Brigade was engaged in its work 
some mischievous among the large crowd 
whe had collected in Kutland street cut the hose 
in several places, without, however, seriously 
impairing the operations of the Brigade. Guards 
of policemen and soldiers were posted, and re- 
mained on duty during the night. 

In the meantime another raid was made on 
the Government income tax office in O'Connell 
street. After office hours the premises are 
locked, and no caretaker is left in charge. | 
These offices are in the upper portion of a five- | 
storey house, which was y Bowe a. private 
dwelling, and a large staff is employed. there 
just now. An entrance appears to have been 
effected through some outoffices at the back, 
and the raiders are stated to have been twenty 
men, who were armed with revolvers. The | 
office documents were here also destroyed. It is 
presumed that the raid, having regard to the 
official value of the papers destroyed, hae been 
the cause of very serious damage. Indeed, it 
will take some time before the officials can acer- 
tain the extent of the loss sustained at the 
Tax Office and the Custom House. The raids 
have caused great surprise in the city. 


DESTRUCTION AT NEWRY. 
ARMED RAIDER CAPTURED. 

On Saturday night an attack was made on 
the Custom House, Newry. About 11 o'clock it 
was invaded by about 20 armed men, who, hav- 
ing placed the caretaker and his wife under 
arrest, proceeded upstairs to the Customs office, 
saturated all the documents in two of the rodms 
with parafiin oil and set them alight. Satisfied 
that they had done their work satisfactorily, the 
raiders decamped, warning the caretaker not to 
stir for thirty minutes, a warning that he dis- 
regarded, with the result that the police and 
the Fire. Brigade were called and quelled the 
outbreak, but not before a large quantity of 
documents was destroyed. 

About the same hour two armed raiders called 
on Mr. Robert Grandy, Income Tax. Collector. 
in Newry on Saturday night. He was ordered 
to put his hands up, but, instead of eomplying, 
he pluckily grappled with one of the raiders 
and felled him. His two daughters tackled the 
other man, who fled, throwing away his re- 
volver. They then returmed to the assist- 
ance of their father, and one of them, 

Mrs. Mansfield, wife of the Rev. Mr. Mans- 
field, an Indian missionary, seized the raider by 
the nose, and virtually smothered him, so that 
he collapsed. A messenger was sent for the 
police, Mr. Grandy meanwhile standing over 
the raider, with the raider’s revolver. The 
man proved to be Thomas Tait, of Kiln street, 
Newry. The police and military tufned out, 
and a general round-up of Sinn Feiners ensued.

The Chairman--No; I will not hear it. 
_Bubsequently Mr. Fleck joined in the discus- 
sion, and a delegate protested—-This man is no 
longer a member of the Conference. 

e Chairman ruled out the suggestion. 
BY-ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Fleck, referring to the proposal in the 
report that the Admmistrative Council should 
be empowered to abrogate the clause in the 
constitution relating to the calling of a special 
Conference in view of the possibilities of a 
general election, said that the National Adrninis- 
trative Council was proceeding on the same 
lines as other bodies who were put into office, 
and forgot the people who had sent them 
there. (Cheers.) This paragraph was another 
attempt to limit the expression of views of the 
rank and file of membership. It was high time 
that the raak and file were able to express 
themselves, and secure proper representation 
of their opinions. He supported the suggestion 
that this paragraph should be deleted. 

The Chairman, in repiy, said tuat tue Council 
considered that there was no special reason at 
present for summoning a special Conference as 
to, by-elections. Miss Bonafield was already in 
the field at Northampton. Her candidature 
had been endorsed by the Labour Party, and 
the Independent Labour Party was committed 
to contest the seat when t first vacancy 
arose.
